PRESENTATION FROM STEPHEN HARGRAVE REGARDING THE BARBER INDUSTRY

Mr. Hargrave feels he has an understanding on how to increase barber employment and help to eliminate
unsafe sanitary practice, and save money. He referenced the attempt by the Legislature to deregulate
the profession three years ago. He feels deregulation would jeopardize the public in the area of
sanitation. He propose a pilot program to offer an apprenticeship license for those individuals that can cut
hair very well but have no means to attend the entire 1500 hour barber course in a beauty culture school.
He proposed individuals attend beauty culture school to obtain the sanitation hours then obtain barber
practice as an apprentice in a beauty culture salon, then pass the state examination.

The Board informed him that this would require a statute change of which they have no authority. They
also informed him that the Board would not support such a change because Federal funding is readily
available for those that cannot afford to pay for education and that there would be no way a barber shop
could consistently train and document the training as a school is equipped to do.
